Since saying what we have relative to 


the taxation 
of unpatented railroao 


lands, our attention has been called to 
the Act of Congreag approved July 10, 
1886. This Act is broad, and makes 
oar position relative thereto ineontro- 
TBTlible. It provides, " that no land 
granted to any railroad corporation by 
any Act of Congress shall be ezempi 
from taxation by States, Territories and 
municipal corporations, on account o 
the lien of United States upon the same 
for the costs of surveying, selecting anc 
conveying the same, or because no pat- 
ent has been issued therefor, but this 
provision shall not apply to lands nn- 
surveyed; provided, that any such lane 
sold for taxes shall be taken by the pur- 
chaser subject to the lien for costs o 
surveying, selecting and conveying, to 
be paid in such manner by the pur- 
chaser as the Secretary of the Interior 
may by rule provide, and to all liens o 
the United States, all mortgages of the 
United States, and all rights of the 
United States in respect of such lands.' 


The Act provides farther as to wha 


lands it shall apply, and for the TTmtec 
States becoming a preferred purchaser 
and collecting from the railroad coipura- 
tions the costs of surveying, &c , and the 
reimbursement of the purchaser when 
these costs may have been paid by him. 


We learn that the Assessor of Washes 


county has for some time intended to 
tax the surveyed lands of the C. P. R. 
B. •which he in this county, that he 
proposes to act upon what he conceives 
to be double authority, that of the title 
to these lands having passed on the 
compliance with the conditions of the 
grant on the part of the railroad anc 
the Act above referred to.

vanced is sustained. 


A special from Washington says tun 


the necessity of cable communication 
between the United States and Hawaiian 
Islands is likely to be made one of the 
subjects of the President's next message 
to Congress. The State Department 
officials are strongly in favor of the pro- 
ject and Secretary Bayard and the Presi- 
dent are both known to feel that we 
should not be much longer . without 
speedy and direct communication with 
the islands. The difficulty of getting a 
private corporation to embark in the en- 
terprise, which would not perhaps at 
first be self sustaining, conld, it is 
thought, be obvious by the advantages 
and subsidy which the Government 
might offer. 


Frank T. Northey has brought suit 


against Bobert F. Morrow, the mining 
operator, for $52,000 for various ser- 
vices rendered in the fixing of juries.

•was no attempt at disguising his object. 
He simply came square out and said 
what he wanted.

THE BAlUtOAD WEST. 


It has been hinted to na, says the 


Sail Lake Tribune, that arrangements 
are quietly being made to do the pre- 
liminary work necessary before organiz 
ing a company to build a xailroad from 
this city to tap some of the import an 
mining camps in Eastern Nevada am 
Western Utah, namely: To have prelim 
inary surveys made and mappea; to 
have the districts carefully examined 
and reports and maps made of them 
We believe that this work could be 
done for a sum not to exceed §5,000 
We believe that, with the data prepared 
the money to baild 400 miles of good 
road could be easily secured in thi 
East. We believe that the surveys 
would show that the 400 miles of roac 
could be built and equipped with 40-lb 
steel and plenty of rolling stock, for 
$2,500,000, and that when completed 
could depend upon 1,000 tons of ore 
daily for freight, besides the mail, the 
express, the coal, salt and a vast amoun 
of merchandise and agricultural pro 
ducts. There are over forty minin) 
camps to be tapped. 
One thousan< 


tons per day would be but fifty ton 
from each of twenty coining camps 
This, at $2 per ton, would give'the road 
$2,000 per day, or $600,000 for 30C 
working days in a year. Allowing hal 
the sum for expenses, the other hal 
would pay 12 per cent per annum on thi 
cost of the road. Considering every 
thing that would demand transportation 
the road ought to pay 25 per cent, pe 
year, or, with rates like those generally 
charged, 50 per cent, per year. Then 
is no bettsr promise held out to men 
anywhere for investment. 
And such i 


road started from hero and with tbj 
idea of keeping this city its main depot 
would double the population and the 
value of property in this city in twelve 
mouths. It would do for it more than 
the Union Pacific, the Central Pacific 
the Utah & Northern and the Utah Gen 
tral are now doing. It would be mori 
to its prosperity than to have three new 
Eastern roads enter the Territory, fo 
those loads, even if they covered thi 
same lines and commanded the sami 
camps, would ship ores through this 
city and on to Denver, Kansas City 
Omaha or Chicago. If this city hac 
the nerve to subscribe the fiist $1,000, 
000 to the road, it would get all its 
money back in five years; it would, be 
fore that time, have its assessable prop 
erty triplicated, and it would thereaftei 
draw a revenue amounting to enough to 
pay all its running expenses withoui 
taxing the people for anything excep 
needed improvements. No mathema 
tician can successfully dispute these 
figures. Which one of our rich men 
will lend his strength to the scheme anc 
thereby double his fortune?

Supervisors of Shasta county have modi 
an order that on and after the 1st o 
August the license for saloons will be 
$25 per quarter, the keeper to qualifj 
in the sum of $1,000, with two sufficieu 
freeholders as sureties, for good behav 
ior, and a recommendation that the 
keeper is a man of good morals to be 
furnished, substantiated by ten citizeiis 
freeholders of the county. It is though! 
the number of saloons throughout th< 
county will be materially diminished 
The action of the Board seems to be ap 
proved by the people of Bedding. 


Florida people are awaking to a real 


ization of the rivalry of California as a 
Winter resort, and are doing their bes 
to regain lost patronage. In the las 
isaue of the Travelers' Guide is notec 
the fact that the people of the Palmetto 
State have made special arrangements 
With the Pennsylvania road and con- 
necting lines for fast trains and vest!

Characters—Tbe Vigilant*. 


Trnckee in 1873 was one of the liveli- 


est towns in California. The new over- 
laud railwaw brought to it money, 
merchandise and activity; but it also 
brought the bad element common to 
new prosperous localities. The good 
men were thinking seriously of band- 
ing together to drive out the bad, when 
a strange incident occurred .which re- 
lieved the town ou the instant of two 
of its worst characters. Jack White and 
Andy Fndget had quarrelled. Meeting 
one day upon the street each emptied 
the chambers of bis navy revolver into 
the body of the other. Both died. 
This spontaneous combustion of crime 
was a happy circumstance and a whole- 
some warning. For a time peace reigned 
at Trnokee. But by November, 1874, 
villainy became unbearable, and the 
substantial citizens felt obliged to resolve 
themselves into a Committee of Vigil- 
ance. This they did, with "601" as 
their sanguinary symbol. Orders to 
leave were issued and for the most part 
obeyed. Two, however, n. man and a 
woman, Bob Mellon nnd Carrie Prior, 
alias Spring Chicken, refused to quit 
the town. Bob and Carrie must be 
made to go; so one day orders were is- 
sued for the vigilauts to meet at mid- 
night. 
Foremost among the citizens in 


energy and respectability, was D. B. 
Frink, a prominent member of tha com- 
mittee. 


Masked in black cloth, covering head, 


shoulders and breast, with coats turned 
inside out, the small mea padded to 
look large, and the large men, contract- 
ing their breadth and stature so as to 
appear diminutive, the society of 601 
mei in the principal hall. They were 
well armed with concealed knives, pis- 
tols, aud quiet determination. Carrie 
felt the approaching affray instinctively. 
She said they might come on, that in. 
Hayward's house, a place of bad repute 
situated on a back street, would be 
forty armed men to protect her. Mel- 
lon swore he would not be taken alive, 
and that he would kill at least a dozen 
vigilants before they could kill him. 


When all was ready, silently the 


masked men left the hall, passed through 
a ealoon, and surrounded the Hay ward 
house. Four took their station at the 
back door. Thirty entered the front 
door and demanded of Hayward the 
surrender of the house. No opposition 
was mode. Hayward was then ordered 
to open the door to every room. Closely 
at his heels followed the masked party. 
After examining the first floor they all 
proceeded through a narrow hall to the 
stairway, Haywaid being in front carry- 
ing a light. The threats of Carrie and 
Mellon had led the party to expect a 
certain attack, and their uervea were 
now stretched to their utmost tension. 


Suddenly through the broken panel 


of the back door, which opened into the 
hall, a pistol was thrust, whose glitter- 
ing barrel covered the whole line of 
vigilants. It was black darkness with- 
out, and as the vigilants were moment- 
arily expecting attack there was no time 
to be lost; so that almost simultaneously 
with the appearance of the pistol barrel 
shots were fired from behind. Hay- 
ward and one of the men at the back 
door fell dead. The search was con- 
tinued; the town was cleared of its bad 
characters; but the result of the night's 
work sent a thrill of horror through the 
community, never to be forgotten, when 
it was learned next morning that it was 
the honored and beloved Frink who was 
thus unintentionally killed by one of 
his own comrades.—From Bancroft's 
Popular Tribunals, Vol. 1.

All over our State there is an increas- 


ing demand for miners, farmers, wood 
choppers and other laborers. This is 
indicative of everlasting 
prosperity. 


No other State in the Union could 
stand the weight of oppression which of 
late years hss been thrust upon Nevada. 
Mining, her principal industry, has re- 
ceived a set-back by congressional action 
and non-action, and, notwithstanding 
the Interstate Commerce law, our peo- 
ple are made to suffer from extortionate 
fares and freights. 
In nearly every 


mining camp there ia a scarcity of min- 
ers and in the eastern portion of Nevada 
in several camps Indians are employed 
and paid the going miners wages (which 
is too small). 


Had the ice and timber industry nf 


Maine, the coal and iron industry of 
Pennsylvania, the sugar and cotton in- 
dustry of the South and the manufactur- 
ing industry of the New England States 
received such hostile legislation as has 
silver, there would have been such dis- 
content as to cause revolution, but the 
Wall street gold-bugs can dictate a 
financial policy for our Nation to the 
detriment of its people and the Pacific 
Coast in particular, and to the injury of 
silver mining in Nevada and there is 
nothing but a peace policy to have silver 
restored to its proper place. 
What 


causes a scarcity of miners and other 
laborers in Nevada ? It is because they 
are not paid adequate compensation for 
their services; miners receive less pay 
pur diem in Nevada than they can ob- 
tain in other places, and those who 
ore working for wages have to pay 
almost the same fancy prices for clothes, 
board and lodging in the outside min- 
ing camps that they did in tbe eariier 
times when there was no railroads. 
It 


is strange that with the reduction in 
the price of commodities which miners 
are compelled to purchase; hence they 
have sought other fields and the supply, 
at the pressnt rate of wages, does not 
equal the demand. 


No person can read the newspapers 


in this State without noticing the de- 
mand for workers in all the avenues of 
labor; it is a striking significance of the 
prosperity of the State and the activity 
in the various fields of labor. Wonder 
if the foreign influx has anything to do 
with it? Should silver ever be restored 
to its former standing, and that to which 
it rightfully belongs, Nevada would dis- 
count any other State in the Union. 
When the Congress of the United States 
again convenes, will recently elected 
William obtain for Nevada such silver 
legislation as is demanded? Will he 
try? We hope so.
